LESTER GRANNEMAN, 64, of 
Granite City, termed his first year 
with the program as “great.” Gran- 
neman, who was an avid swimmer 
before he became disabled, said he 
was just about ready to give up 
before he enrolled in the ¢lass. ‘‘I us- 
ed to swim everywhere,” he said 
“But then I got emphysema and I 
went blind and and I lost a leg. It 
gets very depressing being in a 
wheelchair every day 

“But then Joanne (Higgins, coor- 
dinator of the program) suggested 
that I give the program a try. And 
now I feel great, I feel like I've got 


. Something out of my life. Anything I 


can do that gets me out of the 
wheelchair is fulfilling.” 

Other persons involved in the 
swim program expressed similar 
feelings. Mary Lapinski, Wwifé of An- 
thony Lapinski, said she has seen a 
lot of improvements among all of the 
participants over the past years. 

HER HUSBAND. a stroke victim, 
has gained swimming endurance 
and retained limited mobility by 
participating in the program since 
its inception. “And I really enjoy 
seeing how the program has helped 
the children too,”’ she'said.

Steel again 
profitable 


Led by Granite City Steel and Na- 
tional Steel, domestic steelmakers 
collectively returned to profitability 
in the just-ended second quarter of 
1984 after more than two years of 
quarterly losses. 

With figures from the major firms 
combined, there were quarterly 
operating losses per ton shipped of 
$43, $78, $116 and $136 in 1982, follow- 
ed by similar losses in 1983 of $76, 
$42, $35 and $16. 


FROM A LOSS of $8 per ton loss in 
the first quarter of 1984, there was 
improvement to a $13 operating pro- 
fit per ton shipped in April through 
June 1984, according to the 
American Iron and Steel Institute. 
Profits of $10 and $25 per ton are 
visualized for this year’s third and 
fourth quarters 


Although the best since 1981, pro- 
fitability is seen as slumping in the 
second half of this year, well below 


what would be considered a normal, 
healthy level. 

purchase orders and vised 
remain lower than desired. Orders 
went into a nose-dive at some. com- 
panies in mid-May. 


NET INCOME of $200 million in 
the second quarter of this year com- 
pares favorably to a $449 -million

Governor signs bill to 
stabilize farm assessments 


Legislation that will reduce the 
impact of rapidly declining 
farmland tax assessments on school 
districts while continuing tax relief 
to Mlinois farmland owners was 
signed during last week by Governor 
James R. Thompson. 


The measure limits to 10 percent” 


the yearly increase or decreast in 
the aggregate equalized assessed 
value of farmland in a county, a 
change that will help prevent sudden 
drops in local property tax revenue 
that is used for local government 
units and schools. 

“This is a measure that will give 
local school boards the financial 
stability they need to chart their 
financial future. Without it, rural 
school districts could face drastic, 
sudden reductions in revenue from 
local sources,"’ the governor said. 

e education of our children 
should not depend on the unexpected 
fluctuations in land, financial and 
agricultural markets. This bill 
builds im an element of intelligent 
fiscal planning for school districts 
whose fate is tied to the value of 
farmland while at the same time 
providing relief to farmland owners 
when the value of their property 
declines," he said 

Senate Bill 1462, which the gover- 
nor signed during ceremonies in his 
Capitol Office, provides safeguards 
against excessive revenue losses for 
schools and other local government 
units under the Farmland Assess- 
ment Act of 1981. That act, which af- 
fected 4ssessments beginning in 
calendar year 1982, tied property 
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taxes to farmland productivity, in- 
terest rates and production cost 
“However, several factors, in- 
cluding high interest rates and low 
farm prices, combined to raise the 
potential of large decreases in the 
value of farmland and drops in pro- 
perty tax revenue: 

“That combination theatened to 
reduce by as much as 60 percent 
farmland assessments in some Il- 
linois counties. That kind of change 
would reduce by nearly a third the 
total equalized assessed value of all 
land in those counties, seriously har- 
ming the ability of local government 
to supply the services communities 
need and deserve,’’ the governor 
said. 

Under SB, 146: increases 
decreases in the essed value of 
farmland assessments, for example, 
would then be phased in at 10 per- 
cent a year for .three years. 
Farmland is as: ed every year 
and its value changes according to 
market factors outlined in the act. 

Thompson said the bill has the 
support of several orgnizations, in- 
cluding the Illinois Association of 
School Administrators, the ‘Illinois 
Association of School Boards, the 
Farmers Alliance, the Hlinois 
Agricultural Association, the Illinois 
Education Association and the Tax- 
payers’ Federation of Illinois.

‘Tax refunds may be 
seized to repay loans 


The U.S. House and - Senate 
adopted a proposal by Senator 
Charles H. Percy (R-Ill.) to offset 
the tax refunds of those who default 
on government loans as part of The 
Deficit Reduction Act of 1984, which 
both houses have approved. The pro: 
vision, expected to collect $800 
million in the first two yearsit is ful 
ly implemented, was first pitpbeed 
by Percy in 1981 

The federal government is owed 
a staggeing $44 billion in. defaulted 
debts — more than $400 for each tax 
payer in this country,"’ Percy said 

This new law will Significantly in 
crease the government's ability to 
collect from deliquent debtors : 

The provision requires the Inter 
nal Revenue Service (IRS) to con 
fiscate the tax refund of anyone who 
has defaulted on a debt to the federal 
government. Several studies have 
indicated: that this provjsion would 
be extremely defective 
more than 70 percent of those who 
file tax. returns receive refunds 


because 


which, on average, are $600. It is 
estimated that when the program is 
fully implemented in 1986, the 
government will collect, $300 million 
which otherwise ould not be col 
lected and $500 million the following 
year 

Percy first proposed offsetting tax 
refunds in 1981 as part of his effort to 
improve the government's, debt col 
lection. In 1982, Congréss japproved 
Percy's Debt Collection A¢t which 
provided the government, with 
several collection tools, bul did not 
authorize the confiscatioh’ of tax 
refunds
